Allocation of space throughout the 
building has placed emphasis of ethoren 
cy of operation and use above everything 
else.

This has been done both from the 
standpoint of the staff and the reader 
For example, the main card catalog ts 
equidistant from the circulation 
dlesk, the periodical relereme desk and 
the main reference desk. It is located just 
outsice the door to the catalog depart 
ment. Aside from the circulation desk, it 
is the first thing to meet the eve of any 
one entering the building 
Every effort has been made to meet the 
convensence of the reader. On the maim 
floor, for instance, are. the periodical 
reading room, the mam reading room 
and a small documents reading room 
periodical reading services 1,000 
current porrocdicals and 100 current news 
papers lhe main reading room gives 
service on all classified material except 
the 5900's and 600's and on unclassi 
fied bound periodicals This material ts 
shelved in the basement directly under 
the main reading room, accessible by 
stairway near the main reference desk 
lwo large reading ate len ated 
on the second floor: the biological sai 
reading and the physical scl 
ences reading room. On this floor are 
also shelved the 3400's, 500's and 600's 
which contain the great majority of the 
subjects normally called tor by patrons 
of these two reading rooms. Duplication 
of the card catalog tor these three classes 
is row iff progre ss to avoid the mecessity 
of going downstairs to consult the maim 
catalog on each and every occasion 
From the standpoimt of han 
dling of incoming material, perhaps a 
final word of explanation will not be 
amiss. Here again the principle that a 
straight line is the shortest distance be 
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tween two points has been strictly ad 


hered to. An all-weather unloading plat 
form leads directly into the receiving 
room, Adjacent to the receiving room ts 
the periodical checking room and the 
vilts and exchange ofhce. Since a large 
proportion of incoming material falls 
mto these two categories, it 1s a simple 
procedure to truck it a matter of ten 
feet at the most. The receiving room ts 
adjacent to the elevator so that incoming 
purchases are placed on a truck and 
taken up on floor by elevator. On the 
floor above, the elevator is located just 
outside the door of the processing unit 

\ flow of work has been set up to 
avoid any necessity for handling a book 
more than once. The processing depart 
ment is located in a room 27 feet wide 
by 74 feet long with the order depart 
ment just inside the door, After a book 
has been checked in, it progresses through 
the various steps of cataloging and clas 
sification. By the time it reaches the far 
end of the room it is ready for bookplat 
ing, labeling and pocketing 

Mavbe too much stress has been laid 
on flexibility, utility and efhciency. If so 
this point may be argued at some later 
and more appropriate time Certainly we 
have no highdomed ceilings or hand 
carved paneling to point to with pride 
On the other hand we do have a pleas 
ant, well-equipped sturdily built library 
that after several months of occupancy

grams can further develop these persons 
and frequently may discover in them 
prospective recruits to professional train 
ing. In other cases, the individual may 
develop to such an extent that he occu 
pies 4 major position without having ex 
perienced any formal library school 
training. Certainly some of our best 
known and most effective librarians have 
entered the profession without benefit of 
the midwifery of the library school. I his 
is not to say that such a procedure ts ad 
vocated, nor ms it in any sens intended 
to detract from the portance of formal 
training. Rather, it is a plea tor threvse 
special cases where ability and applica 
thon merit recognition 

At this point it might be well to esti 
mate the disadvantages attendant upon 
entry into the library profession without 
formal library school training. There ts 
the time factor which usually operates in 
favor of the degree qualihed person and 
becomes apparent im salary differentials 
There is the danger of in-breeding, to 
the extent that one coming up through 
the ranks in one unstitution is compressed 
into the mold of that library's philosophy 
and method. It ts possible that such a 
person may be limited to one sphere of 
activiuy and become very capable m it, 
but be entirely devoid of traimimng of 
knowledge of other areas 

In spite of thes dangers, many librat 
ies now have on their staff individuals 
who perform their duties with protes 
sional skill, and think and act in a pro 
fessional manner. Such staff members 
may well be considered for equal com 
pensation, as we ll as tow equal 
tion in matters of vacation, retirement, 
and similar matters, so far as the charter 
of the institution permits 

In addition to the person who may bn 
considered a “career” individual among 
the nonprote ssionals, there are others 
who merit our attention. The worker 
whose husband is attending school or 


who see ks to supple rene the mcone ola 
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husband employed locally may have qual 
ifications in terms of education and train 
ing that enable her to rise to near-protes 
sional performance during the years she 
will work. Such a person justifies tine 
spent on her during the period of train 
ing, and deserves recognition as her ex 
perience mecreases 

For persons such as this, it ts sugge sted 
that we look back to the days of the hl 
brary training class. We ought to think 
in terms of in-service training today for 
those who can not or will not leave to 
spend a year m library school. It 1s not 
proposed that this type of assistance be 
substituted for professional librarians 
where prole ssionals are needed, but rath 
er that we supplement the prole ssional 
with superior nonprofessional assistants 
whose experience warrants recognition 

Williams suggested that a real shortage 
of professional librarians might result im 
the use ol pt | resources 
with clerical personnel being called upon 
to perform the maximum possible in 
duties of a clerical nature. Leigh found 
in his survey of California that such a 
shortage did exist in 1952." Evidence 
from library schools indicates that there 
were from three to five jobs for each 
graduate in 1954 

Weber, in a recent article on the clert 
cal staff, pointed out factors rr sponsible 
for a new concern over this group: “First 
the growing demand for library service 
of all kinds, challenging the planning 
skills of all librarians second, the rising 
costs of operation third, the short 
age of qualihed professional personne! 
making it imperative to use the available 
supply to the best advantage.” '® We seem 
to be at a point now where the adminis 
trator might well give careful attention
